The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
3. In regard to claim 1 , the prior Art of record and in particular Anandakumar (US 
patent 6,801 ,499) teaches: 

- A method of diversity error control coding for a system having variable- 
length packets that carry prioritized data, comprising the steps of: 

- replicating high priority packets in a data sequence to form virtual 
replications 1 , and 
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- generating parity symbols from the data sequence and from the virtual 
replications and generating tag information that indicates a number of 
the virtual replications (multiple description) used to generate the 
parity symbols. 

However, the prior art do not teach, suggest, or otherwise render obvious: 

- subsequent transmission of only the data sequence , the parity 
symbols, and the tag information to reconstruct the data 
sequence . 

4. Claim 2 depend from claims 1 . 

5. Claims 3, 8 and 1 0 have similar language to claim 1 . 

6. Claims 4-7 depend from claim 3. 

7. Claim 9 depend from claim 8. 

8. Claims 11-15 depend from claim 10
